SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Beavis and Butt-Head Chicks in Glasses are Cool is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the trading card is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The publication is a trading card printed in colour on light card. The front of the card is 
a cartoon depiction of a naked woman sitting in a giant glass. The woman has the 
face of American TV cartoon character Butt-Head. The reverse of the card is taken up 
by text and small depictions of Beavis and Butt-Head. The text on the card is a small 
piece of commentary referring to the depiction on the front, written in Beavis and Butt- 
Head’s colloquial and juvenile style. 

The card’s appeal to children and younger teenagers raises concerns owing to the 
manner in which the card deals with sexual imagery and representations of women. 
The sexual imagery derives from the nudity of the woman on the card, coupled with 
the text on the reverse, which refers to the woman’s ‘butt’. The Classification Office 
considers that the card’s presentation of sexual matters is of sufficient strength that its 
availability to a younger audience is likely to be injurious to the public good. It is also 
considered, however, that restricting the card to older teenagers and adults would 
minimise this likely injury. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. Given the trading card’s sexual theme, the restriction on its 
availability resulting from this classification is considered to be reasonable and 
demonstrably justifiable. 
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
